“It’s been indicated to the 
court that Mr. Kelley will 
be present,” he said. 

The trial of Darelle But- 
ler, 33, of Rogue River, Ore., 
and Robert Robideau. 29, of 
Portland, Ore., was recessed 
June 25 after McManus ap 
proved a defense motion to 
subpoena Kelley, FBI public 
relations director Thomas 
Coll, Sen. Frank Church (D- 
Idaho) and Rep. Otis Pike 


(D-N.Y.). 

Butler and Robideau are 
accused of killing FBI agents 
Jack Coler and Ronald Wil- 
I liams on the Pine Ridge, 
S.D., Indian Reservation 
last summer. 

At the time he granted
